And Recommendations 
Of Supt. Green

Green, superintendent of 
schools, and acted on each section as 
presented.

Dr. Green explained that he meant 
that it was necessary to plan the edu­ 
cational program of the district for 
three, four or five years ahead, just 
ar it is necessary to plan for the 
buildings required to house the pupils 
In years to come. 
If the schools here 
are to function properlv, he said, a 
program for the guidance of things 
c dueationally here in years to come, 
must be provided. 
This plan, he said, should take care 
of the changes and advancement in 
educational lines, which 
are 
being 
made rapidly at this time. 
Along this line, he said, the pro­ 
gram should plan for standardized 
tests to compare the advance made 
here with those made in the country 
hi general, that plans for the kinder­ 
garten work should be made, the es­ 
tablishm ent of a guidance program 
for high school students, provision 
ior recreational facilities and numer­ 
ous other things. 
He was instructed to prepare such 
a program and present it to the board 
for its consideration at some future 
meeting. 
Some Recommendations. 
Another recommendation was that 
of paying the teachers and other em ­ 
ployes of the school district one-half 
of their fourth month salaries before 
the Christmas vacation As this has 


really been a custom for years, the 
beard approved it and directed that 
it be done. 
It was also recommended that three 
teachers, Genevieve ScLirrars of Rose 
r.venue school, Hazel Grossman of 
Pollock avenue school and Lucille Mc­ 
Connell, Arthur McGill school, who

This startling assertion was made 
tc the International News Service 
by Dr Ralph H. McKee, head of the 
chemistry 
department 
at 
Colum­ 
bia University during 
the 
semi­ 
annual sesion of the American Insti­ 
tute o f Chemical Engineers. 
McKee’s prediction is a radical de­ 
parture from the attitude taken by 
many scientists who hold that within 
u few generations the food producing 
qualities of the land will be insuffi­ 
cient to support rapidly 
increasing 
population. 
“If we were using the same methods 
of agricultural and food production 
as 50 years ago, the country would not 
even now be self-sustaining” McKee 
explained. 
“The present production methods 
would suport a population of 160- 
COO,000 in comparison to our present 
117,000.000 
Can Feed 500,000,000. 
“If we actually applied scientific 
principles of 
production 
already 
known the land could be forced to 
iupport 500,000,000 persons within the 
continetal limits of United States.” 
One of the fundamental problems 
in the solution of the troubles of the 
farmer is that of scientific 
use of 
fertilizers according 
to 
McKee. He 
pointed in this connection to the 
obligation of the chemical industry 
to produce a cheap, effective fertilizer 
that would assist agriculture, predict- 
lg that such a development is just 
around the corner. 
McKee sees great hope for fer- 
< • 
)n the ehean nroduction of 
synthetic ammonia, derived from ni- 
air, hydrogen 
from 
v ater or other sources and chemical 
brainpower. 
This is one of the pro­ 
ducts suggested for the Muscle Shoals 
project 
“In supporting of such populations 
as we have in the future no doubt 
1 he farmers with the great industrial 
concentration driven to fewer acres of 
land, will be called upon to produce 
two or more crops of wheat and com 
»»very season” McKee said 
“That of course 
means 
nothing 
more than intensive fertilization with * 
the new chemicals destined for dis­ 
covery and the application of other 
iceint.ific principles, 
now 
quite un­ 
necessary •* 
Cattle Twice a* Big. 
The new farmer probably will raise 
cattle and hogs twice as large as 
the present breeds—three 
hundred 
years ago the farm 
anirtials 
were 
about half the weight of those driven 
to the stock yards today. All the other j 
crops will correspand—bigger wheat, 
corn, fruit and vegetables to m#et the 
demands of a vast population.

Considerable discussion was caused 
at the m eeting of the board of edu­ 
cation last night, when W illiam M 
Clark, of the W. M. Clark Company, 
which concern is putting in the h eat­ 
ing and ventilating system of the 
George 
W ashington 
Junior 
High 
school, appeared and asked th a t he 
be permitted to install the regular in ­ 
take boxes or units of the Univent 
system, which Is being installed there, 
instead of the Copper Intake boxes 
or units as required in the arch itect’s 
specifications 
After listening to M r 
Clark and 
A rchitect A. L. Thayer, the board by 
a unanimous vote, 
instructed 
Mr. 
Clark to install the copper intake 
boxes or units as per the architect's 
specifications. 
In presenting his plea to install the 
regular standard unit m ade by the 
manufacturers of the Univent sys­ 
tem, which are made of Armco iron 
copper coated and enameled, 
Mr. 
Clark stated that he had known that j 
the specifications called for copper 
intake boxes, which are not standard, 
but he had thought it meant the reg-1 
ular units of the system. He said that 
should he be required to live up to j 
the specifications, that it would mean 
considerable cost to him, as the new 
units would be special 
and 
would 
have to be constructed special. 
He 
said that they would not have the 
strength of the regular unit, although 
they m ight possibly stand up under 
weather very good but no better than 
the standard units, which are gen­ 
erally used. 
Architect Thayer was then called 
and stated that lintels had been pro­ 
vided in the openings for the intake 
boxes, to carry the weight of the wall 
and that the strength of the boxes 
had nothing to do with carrying the 
weight of the wall. 
He also stated 
that he had a letter from the m anu­ 
facturers stating that they would fur­ 
nish the boxes specified. 
When the board directed Clark to 
put in the boxes required by the speci­ 
fications, he stated that it was not 
a square deal. He claimed that Arch­ 


itect T hayer had 111 his employe an 
engineer. who was in reality the r e ­ 
presentative of a com petitor and thai 
the change to a non standard unit 
was for the em barrassm ent of him ­ 
self and the m anufacturers of the 
system 
being 
installed. 
Architect 
T hayer replied th at the specifications 
called for the univent system and the 
copper intake boxes, which were pre­ 
ferable. 
A representative of the N el­ 
son company, m anufacturers of the 
system insisted on raying a few- words, 
concerning the letter to Mr. Thayer, 
stating th a t his com pany had said 
th at of required to furnish other th an 
the standard units, th a t it would not 
require new specifications. The board 
declined to change it’s decision and 
copper boxes will be installed. 
A rchitects certificates for consider­ 
able am ounts on the various build­ 
ing projects of the school district were 
ordered paid by the board of educa­ 
tion at its regular m eeting last night. 
The payments authorized included 
those on the George Washington Jun­ 
ior High School, the addition to the 
Senior High School, and the improve­ 
ments made on the Croton and West 
Side schools. 
A. L. Thayer, architect 
on 
the 
George Washington school reported 
that the J. Clyde Gilfillan Construc­ 
tion company was entitled to $43,966 - 
35. William M. Clark Company, heat­ 
ing and ventilating $7,650; R. T. W ith­ 
ers & Sons $3,617.10 for plumbing and 
the Ochiltree Electric Company $3,- 
510. 
The architect’s commission of 
two and four-tenths per cent on these 
authorizations and amounting to $1,- 
409.84 w*as also included. 
The W. G. Eckles Company pre­ 
sented certificates showing that A. 
Wishart & Son, general contractors 
on the addition at the Senior High 
school were entitled to $10,965 and

H. M. Wirsing, architect on the 
Croton school work, presented a cer­ 
tificate in favor of R. T. Withers and 
Sens for $1570, the final full pay­ 
ment.

This much was certain today as 
baseball’s warring factions withdrew' 
in good order from the theatre of 
activities behind the statem ent of 
Secretary John H. Farrell, of the 
minor league, th at nothing will be 
done about the draft until February 
j l. it is my inform ation th at nothing 
will be done about it then. 
In other words, it is the under­ 
standing today th at the existing ma- 
i jor-m inor league agreement will be 
allowed to run on until further notice, 
with the minors making the best of 
what possibly is a bad situation. They 
have been forced to this pass by the 
attitude of the three class AA leagues, 
namely the International, the Ameri­ 
can Association and the Pacific Coast 
league, all of whom are so closely as- 


j sociated with m ajor league activities 
th at they have decided they cannot 
or will not “go it alone.” 
The agitation for an entity separate 
from the majors has come, it seems, 
from the leagues of lower classifica­ 
tion. these claim th at they cannot do 
business on an economic basis unless 
the draft is turned on some one else 
or words to th at general effect. They 
have no real or lasting liaison with 
"he majors, anyhow, and so they feel 
fhat the proposed break w'ould have 
’ittle effect on them, except for the 
better. 
Put Through Deals. 
However, it appears th at the so 
•ailed “big minors” have committed 
"hemselves too far in their transac­ 
tion with the majors to turn back now 
t at any immediate date. 
Deals for 
^layers 
have 
been 
consummated, 
rthers are on the threshhold of being 
losed and many of the class AA clubs 
'ave pared down their player lists on 
he assumption th at the deals in ques- 
Jon will be carried through. 
That, at least, was the situation, as 
outlined to me today. 
These big 
minors simply must play along, it ftp- 
i pears, or suffer a situation to be 
created th at will effect the structure 
i of baseball. Even the smaller minors 
| would suffer if the big ones are hurt, 
j it is pointed out, this idea being based 
on the theory th at a corn on the toe 
is tragedy to th n entire foot. 
! 
It is understood th at Judge Landis 
! expressed sentiments of this nature 
i in discussing the situation at his in- 
: formal meeting with minor league 
representatives yesterday. 
The judge 
of course, is a strict neutral and. in 
this role, he simply couldn’t miss the 
I abiding point of the whole argument, 
to wit, th at the majors need the 
minors and the minors need the ma- 
Ijors, which leaves both no alterna- 


tive but to play ball with each other 
like nice, little gentlemen. 
Small Minors Suffer, 
The International League offers a 
fair illustration of how closely the 
bonds of common interest bind the big 
minors to the bigger majors. 
The 
Syracuse club, for one thing, is owned 
by the St. Louis Cardinals. It couldn’t 
very wçll break with itself. 
Newark 
and the G iants have a close bond of 
sympathy, Buffalo is not for war any 
time and the new Montreal outfit n a ­ 
turally is leaning upon the majors for 
the life blood of its player strength. 
The Coast League and the Ameri­ 
can Association are made up of clubs 
th at are not too closely affiliated with 
major league ownership, except in the 
case of the Wrigley interests at Los 
Angeles. 
However, neither is under­ 
stood to be vitally annoyed by the 
draft situation, since they sell their 
real stars before the draft goes into 
operation. 
By the time th a t it does, 
the men affected are not the big 
yhots and, in consequence, no parti­ 
cular harm is done. 
It is the smaller minors it seems 
what have to take what is elegantly 
known as the “slap.”

ALIENISTS WILL 
TESTIFY TODAY

CINCINNATI. O., Dec. 16.—Judge 
Chester R. Shook predicted today that 
the murder cast of George Remus 
would go to the jury next Monday. 
The court will rule this morning 
on how much of a 4,500 word report 
of the three alienists he appointed 
to study the defendant’s mental con­ 
dition may be read to the Jury. The 
alienists, after weeks of observation 
found that Remus was sane at the 
time he shot and killed his wife, Im- 
ogene, in Eden Park. October 6. At­ 
torneys for both sides have entered 
objections to certain portions of the 
report and the judge may consent to 
some deletion. 
Remus’ defense has been based on 
the ground that he was “transitor- 
ally” insane when he fired the fatal 
shot. 
The alienists themselves are to take 
the stand today after their report is 
read to the Jury. They are Dr. Davis 
I. Wolfstein. Dr. E. A. Baber, and 
Dr. Charles E. Kelly. 
Tomorrow the lawyers for both sides 
will make their closing arguments 
and early Monday morning the Judge 
expects to instruct the jury.
